Hits Record 
High in '52 


WASHINGTON" ID—The nation's 


boom economy in 1952 rang up a. 
record total production worth some 
348 billion dollars, according to the 
Department of Commerce. 


Individuals spent more for food 


alone in 1952, the government re 
port said, than the total dollar 
value of all goods and services the 
nation produced in-any of five de- 
pression years 1931-35. However, 
the depression dollar was more 
valuable than the 1952 dollar. 


Measured by the dollar's pur- 


chasing power in 1939, which the 
department took as a yardstick, 
the country's gross national piod- 
uct in 1952 was nearly three times 
what it was at the depression low 
in 1933. The gross national product 
is the total value of all goods and 
services produced. 


Without adjustment for' differ- 


ence in the purchasing power of 
the dollar before and after 1939, 
the nation's 1952 output was more 
than six times that of 1933. 


The Department of Commerce 


report released Tuesday said gov- 
ernment spending in 1952 was 
T!\2 billion dollars in 1952 com- 
pared to somewhat less than 8 
billions in 1933. 


National income reached $291,- 


600.000,000 in 1952. a 5 per cent 
advance over 1951. Personal in- 
come was 5269.700.000,000, a rise of 
6 per cent over 1951. 


Like gross national product, na- 


tior.al income and personal income 
also hit record peaks in 1952, the 
Commerce department said.

velopment on the Illinois-Misslsslppi Canal during stalemated 
effort* to have it converted into a national park. 
. 


THE ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS which wants to abandon it 


was all set to lease vacant lock tender residences on the 72-mile 
Stream running from Hennepin to Moline. 


Fishermen thought that such leases would put private prop- 


erty blockades across land bordering the canal. Water and 
land comprises about 100 yards at the canal's narrowest points. 


Such private strips would make anglers trespassers as 


they walked down along the canal to favorite fishing spots, 
they protested to the engineers. 


A STATE LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION looking for ways to save 


tha canal for recreational use advised the engineers that persons 
have been arrested for trespassing while walking along the canal bank. 


The engineers barked down and postponed bids. When 


bids are finally opened July 29. the buildings offered for lease 
won't include strips of land between them and the water's 
edge. Fishermen will have a right of way. 


MEANWHILE, THE NATIONAL PARK SERVICE and the U. S. 


Fish and Wildlife. Service are continuing studies of possible future 
uses for the canal. 


THE SPECIAL STATE COMMISSION of lawmakers recommended 


that the waterway be made a national park. The park service has 
said it isn't eligible.
